tivity. Other  injunctions  are  equally 
plain:  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men,  that'  they,  seeing  your  good  works, 
may  glorify  your;  Father  in  heaven,”  is 
one,  and  : "Be  yej  doers  of  the  wrord,  and 
not  hearers  only, 7 is  another.  An  educa- 
ted sentiment  is  jjjood,  as  far  as  it  goes, 
and  a doctrine  is  letter;  but  neither  will 
save  a soul  of  itself. 

Example  is  bettqr  than  precepts — its  in- 
fluence is  stronger  and  more  lasting. 
Hence,  it  is  the  life  that  preaches,  more 
than  the  words  spoken.  This  is  the  basis 
of  what  we  call  missions — fully  illustrating 
the  "Redeemer’s  last  command.”  It  is  the 
missionary  that,  does  to  all  nations;  that 
goes  to  the  destitute  of  his  own  land,  and 
to  the  homes  of  thje  people.  The  evangel- 
ist has  to  build  on  (^another  man’s  founda- 
tion.” 

A church  that  does  nothing  is  dead,  spir- 
itually, and  is  in  a fair  way  of  having  its 
"candlestick  removed.”  Simply  going  to 
public  religious  services  to  hear  an  inter- 
esting, eloquent  of  grand  sermon,  once  or 
twice  on  the  Loidrs  Day,  is  not  enough. 
Even  if  it  be  every  j Sunday,  with  a weekly 
prayer  meeting  adjled,  it  is  nothing;  tor  it 
is  not  the  hearersJ  but  the  “doers”  that 
God  wants  in  His  kingdom. 

Joining  the  church  for  salvation  is  a ter- 
rible mistake;  for  tpe  church  is  not  an  ark, 
nor  is  it  a hospital.  A profession  of  relig- 
ion is  not  necessarily  religion;  for  it  must 
be  a confession  of  aj  thing  that  exists.  Be 
it  borne  in  mind  tjhat:  VWith  the  heart 
man  believeth  untfi  righteousness;  with 
the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salva- 
tion.” Good  worlfls  are  the  result  of  sal- 
vation: 

No  ceremony  ca#  save  a soul ; not  even 
baptism— much  less  can  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
per. The  first  ordinance  typifies  a wash- 
ing away  of  sins  afid  the  burial  and  resur- 
rection of  our  Savior;  and  the  second  is  a 
memorial  service  bf  His  death.  Baptism 
does  not  save ; it  is  an  act  of  obedience ; the 
Shipper  is  not  a mark  of  brotherly  love — 
the  only  communion  being  with  Christ.

Last  Lord’s  Day  the 
pastor  asked  the  Church  to  give  $ 00  for 
missions  again  this  year,  and  in  less  than 
15  minutes  aibout  $175  were  provided  for, 
with  some  of  our  members  not  heard  from. 
The  brethren  have  determined  upon  $200 
as  the  amount  of  their  donation  to  mis- 
sions this  year.  This  is  more  than  they 
pay  their  pastor  for  his  services.  Vhe  pas-

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Baptists  of  Virginia  a resolu- 
tion was 'adopted,  calling  upon  the  next 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Nashville 
to  “appoint  a committee  of  the  wisest  and 
mojjit  conservative  men  among  us  to  study 
the  whole  situation  with  a view  to  sug- 
gesting prattica!  H ays  by  which  we  as  a 
denomination  may  more  effectively  aid  the 
moral  and  religious  welfare  of  the  negroes 
in  the  South,  and  that  the  said  committee 
report  at  the  following  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Convention.”  •' 

It  seems  to  me  that  our  Home  Mission 
Board  should  take  the  initiative  in  this 
movement  There  are  eight  million  ne- 
groes in  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  and  a large  majority  of 
them  are  Baptists. 

President  Roosevelt  and  Booker  Wash- 
ington may  hold  many  conferences  far  into 
the  midnight  hours  about  preventing 
lynchings,  and  the  President  may  com- 
mand the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States  to  suppress  it,  but  lynchings  will 
cease  only  when  the  power  of  God  shall 
have  subdued  the  Ircarts  and  thus  change 
the  moral  nature  of  the  negroes. 

I^et  us  away  with  radical  opinions  whkh 
bring  forth  violent  passions  and  indigna- 
tions, and  let  us  sincerely  and  honestly 
consider  our  obligations  to  our  God,  to 
our  families  and  our  posterity  to  do  all  in 
our  power  to  reform  the  negroes.  j.

great  Social  organization.  Families,  towns, 

' cities.  States,  . republics.  Empires  and 
churches  are  all  nothing  but  societies.  The 
States  in  this  utiion  axe  all  organized  into 
a great  society  called  the  I nited  States  of 
America.  The  • different  possessions  of 
Great  Britain  are  united  irto  a social  or- 
ganization called  the  Empire  of  Great 
/ Britain.  The  different  countries  of  the 
world  are  united  into  a great  interna- 
tional society.  So  society  is  everywhere. 

Every  humam  being  is  born  into  society, 
lives  in  society,  and  dies  in  society.  No 
man  can  get  out  of  society.  No  man  lives 
to  himself.  Every  person  must  take  a part 
in  society,  He  cannot  escape  from  society.

Thousands  of  books  on  society,  “The 
buty  of  Individuals  to  Society,”  "The  Duty 
of  Society  to  Individuals  ” and  on  other 
kindred  topiesjhave  bee  1 written.  Hun- 
dreds of  journos  are  publ  shed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  people  how  to  shine  in  so- 
ciety. Institutions  are 'established  indif- 
ferent parts  ofl  the  coun  ;ry  to  give  stu- 
dents a course  Jon  the  subject  of  shining  in 
society.  So  w i see  that  money  and  time 
are  being  spentby  many  Koplein  order  to 
be  able  to  shine  in  societ  \ . 

Now  let  us  notice.brief  y three  or  four  of 
the  main  rules!  given  by  teachers  and  wri- 
ters when  dismissing  this  subject: 

1.  Develop  And  train  :he  body.  1^  is  a 
matter  of  first  importance  that  the  one 

' who  desires  toUhine  in  society  have  a well- 
developed,  anti  healthy  body. 

2.  Educate  4he  mind.  Strengthen  the 
mind  by  study*  Fill  the  mind  with  nseful 
information.  {- 

3.  Dress  asTex[ien.siveljr  as  the  pock  t- 
book  will  al|ow  Thoie  who  desire  to 
shine  in  society  must  dress  well. 

4.  Be  carAil  about  the  use  of  the 
tongue.  It  is>he  main  organ  of  conversa- 
tion and  has  mticb  to  do  with  your  recep- 
tion in  society. 
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These  rules  are  all  good.  They  are  all 
excellent.  No  better  rules,  from  a worldly 
standpoint,  can  be  given.  But  it  is  only 
necessary  to  keep  one  rule  in  order  to  shine 
in  society.  That  rule  can  be  given  in  three 
little  words  containing  only  twelve  letters. 
The  rule  is  this:  Be  a Christian. 

Now  I do  not  mean  by  a Christian,  a 
man  who  joins  the  church  in  order  to  ad- 
vance his  worldly  interests;  a man  whose 
mind  is  almost  entirely  devoted  to  worldly 
affairs  and  who  hardly  gives  the  things  of 
eternal  interest  an  hour  of  serious  consid- 
eration; the  man  who  is  a “lover  of  pleas- 
ure more  than  a lover  of  God ;”  the  man 
who  cherishes  evil  under  a profession  of 
godliness;  the  man  who  shuns  the  plain 
practical  truths  of  the  Bible;  the  man  cov- 
ered with  leoves  but  destitute  of  fruit ; or 
the  man  who  professes  to  accept  Christ 
and  to  believe  in  his  death  and  resurrec- 
tion, but  wpo  has  no  conviction  of  sin  and 
feels  no  change  of  heart.  I mean  a man 
who  has  renounced  his  love  for  sin  and  has 
taken  up  his  cross  and  is  following  the 
meek  and  lowly  Jesus;  a man  who  studies 
the  Savior’*  life  and  seeks  to  follow  in  His 
footstep*  ;p  man  who  knows  the  plan  of 
salvation  and  finds  comfort,  joy  and  peace 
in  following  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God; 
the  man  who  has  on  the  wedding  gar- 
ment—the  white  robe  of  righteousness;  the 
man  who  from  his  secret  place  ol  prayer 
assists  in  shaking  his  very  foundations  of 
sin ; the  man  who  gives  his  money  to  send 
the  Gospel  to  those  who  are  oppressed 
with  a sense  of  sin  and  haunted  continu- 
ally with  a tear  of  God's  avenging  wrath 
that  they  may  know  the  precious  truth. 
“The  blood  of  lesus  Christ  His  Son  clcans- 
eth  us  from  all  sin." 

I may  State  here  by  way  of  explanation 
that  I have  no  reference  whatever  to 
church  members  when  I speak  of  Chris- 
tians. Neither  do  I refer  to  men  who  are 
not  members  of  the  church.  Men  can  lie- 
long  to  the  church  and  not  know  as  much 
about  Christ  as  Bqb  Ingcrsoll  knew. 
Many  men  whose  names  are  on  the  church 
roll  are  servants  of  the  devil.  Many  peo- 
ple who  are  outside  of  the  church  are 
Christians.  Because  a man’s  name  is  on 
the  church  book  is  not  proof  that  he  is  a 
Christian.  We  kfiow  whether  a man  is  a 
Christian  by  the  life  he  lives. 

Now  to  return  to  the  subject,  I will  say 
that  a Christian  obeys  every  one  of  the 
four  rules  given  in  works  on  "How  to 
Shine  in  Society."  It  is  unnecessary  for. 
him  to  study  such  books.  He  follows  the 
atjvice  given  in  such  books  unconsciously. 

The  Christian  takes  care  of  the  body  in 
which  God  exhausted  the  resources  of  His 
ingenuity  in  constructing.  He  keeps  it 
clean,  because  cleanliness  is  next  to  godli- 
ness. He  does  not  eat  too  much  because 
the  glutton  is  an  abomination  in  the  sight 
of  God.  He  does  not  drink  that  which  in- 
jures the  body  and  steals  away  the  brain 
because  drunkards  have  no  place  in 
heaven.  He  does  not  use  tobacco,  a filthy, 
rank  vegetable  poison  which  produces  ver- 
tigo, faintness  and  horrible  sickness  in  the 
unaccustomed  animal,  because; he  is  follow- 
ing in  the  footsteps  ol  Christ,  a man  in 
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whose  m outh  no  guile  was  ever  found.  In 
short,  tl»e  Christian  takes  care  of  his  b|ody 
because  at  is  the  temple  of  a soyl  that  will 
live  witlaGod  and  the  angels  forever.

knows  that  unless  he  returns  the  talents 
that  thd  Lord  has  given  him  with  usury, 
he  will  Hear  the  Lord  say,  “Thou  wicked 
and  slothful  servant” — Cast  ye  the;  un- 
profitable servant  into  outer,  darkness: 
there  small  lie  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth.”  fSjo  the  young  man  who  can  will 
not  only  complete  the  public  school  course, 
not  only  finish  in  the  high  schools,  not 
only  get  a college  diploma,  but  he  will  get 
n diploma  from  a great  University.  He

He  will  not  offend  his! associates 
by  singilfirity  or  slovenline;  s in  dress,  The 
Christidri  does  not  necessarily  wear  broad- 
cloth, for  such  people  are  often  vulghr  look- 
ing, but  i he  studies  the  secret  of  good 
dressing  and  is  always  dressed  properly 
and  oft^rt  at  one-fourth  price.
